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The Fair Week deserves its name as meteor- 
ologically true thus, far. The showers of the 
latter part of the past week admirably prepared 
the highways for the comfort of thousands by 
laying thé dust, which had been beaten fine and 
light by passing wheels in weeks of drought. 
They had done more in rejuvenating the sward 
and giving new freshness to vegetation, and 
yesterday and the day preceding, with the glor- 
ious adjuncts of moonlight nights, have been 
the perfection of weather, and the throngs of 
visitors to the Great National Fair have enjoy- 
ed fine:-breezes and a dustless atmosphere under 
the influences of which, land and lake gave to 
the occasion their choicest influences. 

The second day of the exhibition of the Uni-

Grove opened and continued under all these fa- 


voring auspices, and our city and her guests 
gave themselves up to its enjoyment, at least 
that very large portion who awaited the Gala 
Week and its multiform attractions and events.

is the best plauned building ‘of the kind we | 
have ever seen, and reflects great credit on 
the Gardener's Society of this city; not only in 
its size and geveral architectural features, but 
in the arrangements for the more perfect exhi- 
bition of the specimens themselves. It is the 
first time that visitors could take a satisfactory 
look at the flowers, with the view of a critical’ 
examination. 

The walls, rafters, and girders are liberally 
festooned, and the show of evergreens on the 
Outside give it an attractive appearance. In no 
other de ia there such acrowd, nor in 
no other place do the visitors linger so long to 
examine the specimens. Itis a feast of the 
beautiful—a passing tribute paid at the shrine 
of Flora, and when this great gathering of to- 
day becomes a matter of history, the love of 
the beautiful will extend itself to thousands of 
homes tlrroughout the West, and the efforts of 
the Chicago Gardener's Society will continue to 
mark an era in the surroundings of thousands 
of homes.

All our older citizens are well acquainted 
with the family of Scoville. Their remarkable 
mechanical skill has longsince won for them 
an honorable name at the West; but they seem 
ia no wise to be satisfied by pest attalaments. 
An inventor, equally with a poet, “must be 
er and they certainly seem to have a nat- 


cently invented and patented by Messrs. Ives 
aod Wm. H. Scoville, of this city. It is in daily 
use atthe stone quarry of Reuben Taylor & 
Son, néar the western limits of the city. The 
rock is the same as that of which the Second 
Presbyterian Church is built," very hard rock 
indeed, and it was curious to see how rapidly 
and with what perfect ease thfs ravenous, and, 
as it seemed, remorseless monster, ground cart 
load after cart load of this dark, sooty rock in- 
to the most approved material for macadamis- 
ing. The machine is exceedingly simple in its 
coustruction. It consists mainly of two cast 
iron cylinders, with an iron hopper, very much 
} in the form of an old fashioned cider mill. Ks 
weight is about fifteen tons. The cylinders are 
chilled the same as car wheels, and have a cor- 


more valuable and periect. The beauiful ma-*] Tugated surface which acts as teeth, holding and 


crushing the rock as the cylinders revolve. We 
are satisfied the machine would grind the hard- 


it does the rock on which it is employed. It is 
driven by an engine of twenty horse power, 
from the manufactory of Gates & Co. 

Asa specimen of what the machine can do, 
we mention that we saw it crush seyeral 
loads of this hard rock, and it occupied but 
half a minute in delivering each load into the 
wagon below, ready to be hauled away and 
placed upon the streets. It is found impossible 
to feed it as fast as it will grind. Five carts are 


| constantly employed to bring the quarried rock, 


a few rods away, and yet the machine is idle 
more than half thetime. Twenty-five two horse 
teams are conetantly at work hauling the crushed 
material upon the streets. The crushed rock, 
in passing from the machine to the wagon, is 
screened, The coarser material should be put 
upon the street first, when a dressing of the 
screenings makes the road bed in afew days 
perfectly smooth and nearly as hard as a reck. 
A part of Mitwaukee Avenue is dressed in this 
way, and its excellent quality can be seen by all 
who will take the trouble to drive over it. Rain 
and frost cannot affect it in the least. 

The same engine whieh drives the crushing 
machine drives a rotary peump, which clears the 
quarry of water. And, by the.way, there is a 
fine living spring in the quarry, strongly im- 
pregnated with bitumen vn sulphur, the proper- 
ties of which we should like to see tested by our 
chemists, The taste, at first is not pleasant; 
but the workmen and the neighbors soon learn 
to like it, and they regard it as very healthy. 
We should uot be surprised if it should be found 
Pally equal in medicinal qualities to the springs 
whose virtues have long since become widely 
celebrated. It is already brought to the city in 
bottles, and we learn is much used with good 
effect. 

A steam drill, invented by our fellow-citizen 
F.S. Sherman, Esq., in operation at the quarry, 
greatly interested us. It drills a hole of five 
inches in diameter at the the rate of from three 
to five feet perhour. It was driven by a six- 
horse engme. While there we saw two blasts 
charged witha keg of powder each in a hole 
some twelve feet deep go ofl, and the amount 
of material moved was really enormous. Mr. 
Taylor estimates it at from fitfeen to sixty cords. 
The mode of charging the bias), as the holes bad 
a foot or two of water in the bottom, was curi- 
ous,cand a description of it may be useful to 
some our readers. , 

The powder wak put in a long bag of 
coarse sail cloth, into which the gutta percha 
fuse was inserted, when it was tied at the top 
and smeared over with a mortar made of clay. 
By this means it was rendered water tight, and 
when let down to the bottom the bore was filled 
in the usual manner. The operation may be 
common, but its cheapness and simplicity may 
not be known to all our readers. 

We are glad to add that the steam drill of 
which we have spoken, is to be on exbibition at 
the United States Pair, and the stone-crushing 
machine will, if it is permitted, be entered 
where it is, as it is too ponderous, and its con- 
stant use is too valuable to allow it to be re- 
moved to the Fair grounds. 

Messrs. Reuben Taylor & Son have the con- 
tract for furnishing the blocks to pave Lasalle 
street. This bituminous rock will, we doubt 
not, be found much more enduring for block 
paving than limestone. It is believed it will 
wear as lopg es the green stone blocks with 
which a portion of Broadway, New York, is 
paved. They also furnish dressed stone for 
foundations at the usual price per cord. This, 
if we remember correctly, both for the crushed 
and the dressed rock, is four dollars. There are 
employed in and about the quarry some forty- 
fivemen. Among other things, we noticed a 
blacksmith’s shop, for the use of the establish- 
ment, 

The value of this quarry and the value of the 
crushing machine connected with it, to the city, 
can searcely be estimated. Messrs. Taylor & 
Son have ail they can do to fill the orders that 
are pressing upon them. There need be no 
competition between them and the proprietors 
of the Joliet and Summit gravel. All of them 
will have all they can do for years to come to 
get our streets in order. When once finished 
(when will that be?) we shall bave the finest 
streets of any city in the Union. 

As to the machine of Mr. Scoville, it renders 
it possible for all cities, small or great, to have 
the best of streets at a comparatively small cost. 
Think of how many “noble Celts” it would 
take to pound on an average a cart load of rock 
into suitable McAdamiziog material in half a 
minute, and you can form some estimate of the 
amoust of work this machine cando. Half a 
dozen, perhaps-a dozen of these machines could 
find active employment for many years to come 
in the vicinity of every city in the Union. The 
inventors of snch a machine are certainly the 


benefactors of their species.
